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• Clean the surfaces to be joined. 
Roughen with sandpaper or other 
abrasive. 
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• Coat with rubber cement. 

Let stand a few minutes. ... 
then put on a second coat. 
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"cold patch 

METHOD ** 


• Press patch on firmly. 

• Hold by weight or clamp 
until it is well set. 
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• Remove Holland cloth from a 
piece of inner tube patching. 

• Put the patch on carefully.... 
do not try to change its position 
once you have placed it. 






HEAT.... weakens, cracks, 

and quickly takes the life out 
of rubber. 


SUNLIGHT.... harms the 

rubber In most household articles. 


OIL AND GREASE.... 

rubber absorbs oil or grease- 

then swells and becomes weak. 
Remove oil or grease as soon 
after contact with rubber as 
possible .

• Keep the cord of electric 
iron or other appliance away 
from the heat when using. 
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• Release pressure on rolls 
of wringer after each 
washday. 

• Wipe rolls clean and dry 
before putting away. 

• Remove stains with cloth 
moistened with dry-cleaning 
fluid. 
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• Drain and dry thoroughly 
.... away from heat. 

• Inflate .... wrap in paper 
or place in original box. 

• Store in cool place.
